Say Allies In Spurning German 


So-Called Peace Proposal 


Paris, Dec. 30.— The allies today formally 
refused to enter peace negotiations with Germany 
without knowing what conditions the Teutonic j 
powers have to propose. 
The note of the allies replying to Germany» 
as announced this evening, charges that the ( icrman ; 
proposal appears more like a war maneuver than a 
peace proposition. 
The allies expressed their resentment oi the 
effort of Germany to place upon them responsibil­ 
ity for the war. 
The allies, in turn, charged the 
central powers with direct responsibility for the 
war and refusal to^enter negotiations offered by 
France, England and Russia to prevent it. 
The note, signed by all the entente powers, 
declared these nations were just as strong in their 
attachment for peace as in 1 c>14, but added: 
“After the violations (by the central powers) 
and their engagement in war, they can not end the 
war at Germany’s suggestion without any condi­ 
tions with which to open negotiations. 
“The German proposal is not an offer ot 
peace. 
The proposition appears more like a warj 
maneuver.” 
In reciting arguments designed to place the I 
blame for the war 011 the central powers the allies 
referred to Germany as “the Empire which pro­ 
claimed that treaties were scraps of paper.”

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THEFT OF WHISKY FROM 


IN EXPRESS TRUCK 


Harrison Motley, a negro, who is 
employed at the T e x a s and Pacific 
depot, was arrested yesterday morn­ 
ing by members of the sheriff’s force 
on the charge of theft and was lodged 
in the county jail. 
The alleged theft 
is said to have consisting of spirit­ 
ing away and appropriating a case 
Qf whisky containng six quarts Fri­ 
day night that had come in from 
Monroe, La., and had been unloaded 
from the 
train and placed 
on a 
truck preparatory to being loaded on 
the express wagon. 
A negro boy who was 
standing 
around the platform claimed to have 


seen Harrison Motley take the whis­ 
ky package from the truck and car­ 
ry it through the negro 
waiting 
room and conceal it in the women’s 
toilet until the express wagon drove 
away. 
The boy 
stated that 
be 
watched Motley and then saw him go 
and get the whisky and carry it to 
the home of George Hodge. 
The 
negro boy reported to the agent what 
he had seen and the agent notified 
the sheriff’s office. 
The express people checked up the 
p a c k a g e s and tin* waybills and found 
that there 
was a shipment 
of six 
quarts missing that had been shipped 
from Monroe, La., to a negro named 
Hollison living In the country. The 
sheriff’s force went to George Hodge’s 
house and lie on 
being questioned 
said that Motley brought some whis­ 
ky there, but he didn’t know any­ 
thing about it having been stolen, 
He said Motley gave him a drink of 
the whisky and gave him some more 
in a pint bottle. 
The officers took 
charge of two 
bottles of whisky which they found 
at Hodge s house. They had no pos­ 
itive proof that it was the whisky 
that was taken from the express1 
truck, but the express company wired 
to find out about it and they felt 
confident that it was the same whis­ 
ky. 
The express company 
wired its 
agent at 
Monroe, La., 
inquiring 
about the shipment and was informed 
that four quarts of General Laev and 
two quarts of C’apt. Carver whisky 
had been shipped. 
Tin* brands cor­ 
responded with flic whisky that was 


found at Hodges’ house and the iden­ 
tity was established. 
Sheriff Clarkson turned the negro 
over to the federal court and a com­ 
plaint was sworn out before United 
States Commissioner Stone charging 
him with theft of interstate goods.
